significant reduction in costs 
and, therefore in the tax burden 
to citizens of the district could 
be achieved.

Enter his partner, who 
s cn your dosr a few min- 
utes later and identifies himself 
as a representative of the 
Phony Flue Furnace Co., who 
just happens te be in the neigh- 
terhood and wonders if you 

need any furnace work done. 
It ycu let him in, it’s “‘good- 
by, two weeks in the Poconos, 
hello, torn up furnace’’. Since 
you just happen to have that 
nice chunky vacation check, 
you can pay him for “protect- 
ing” you by-repairing a furnace 
that has ncthing wrong with it 
The usual pitch is to dismantle 
the furnace, and then leave, 
promising to return the follow- 
ing day with some needed part. 
Naturally, the self-tyled repair- 
man is never seen again—un 
a nice resort where 
your vacation 


Presently, according to Mike

Since Jan. 1, 
1969, about $1 million has been 
returned to victims of home 
improvement frauds by the at- 
torney general’s office. In 
March of this year, the Chica- 
go office alone in Scott’s con- 
sumer fraud division regained 
nearly $30,000 for victims in the 
Chicago area. 

All these cases invclved only 
informal hearings. Many oth- 
ers, which usually involved 
more money, were settled only 
after costly and time-consuming 
trials. 

By and large, the best and 
safest rule of thumb would 
seem to be “Don't call us, 
we'll call you, if and when we 
want our light bulbs checked or 
our termites waterproof.”

‘We prepared this 
booklet to help taxpayers with 
that chore,” he said. 

He added, “One of the most 
difficult tasks is establishing 
the amount of loss you ha 
This can be done by listing 
item by item. It will tax your 
memory but the time ycu spend 
could mean a great deal to you 
in the reduction and refund of 
taxes you will pay or have 
paid.” 

The new booklet provides 
adequate work sheets and in- 
structions to assist taxpayers in 
determining their losses.

Walker proposes cut 
in state income fax 


Gov. Dan Walker on Thurs- 
day proposed additional tax re- 
lief to bring the tctal tax relief 
pregram to $130.7 million. 

He made the proposal in a 
special message to the General 
Assembly, outlining his priori- 
ties for the final month of the 
legislative session. 

Under Gov. Walker's prcpcsal, 
the exemption from the Illinois 
personal income tax would be 
increased from $1,000 to $1,400 
per person, a 40% increase in 
the exemption. 

The extra $400 exemption is 
designed to ease the burden of 
the state sales tax on food and 
other necessities. 

The new plan provides a total 
of $50 tax relief for each family 
of five earning $10,000 annually 
—cutting their income tax from 
$125 to $75, a 4C% reduction. 

The new proposal would give 
$12.7 million additional tax re- 
lief to Hlinois taxpayers. Added 
to. his original $118 million tax 
relief package, the new propo- 
sal brings the total tax relief 
recommended by Gov. Walker 
to $130.7 million. 

‘Gov. Walker said the upward 
revision cf tax relief cf his 
March 7 budget message, was 
made possible by increased 
state revenue estimates result- 
ing from reductions in state 
spending, and an_ inflationary 
ecenomy. 

Gov. Walker said: 

“As a result of these increas- 
ed revenue estimates and gov- 
ernment economies, I am_pro- 
posing an additional $12.7 mil- 
lion of tax relief. 

“With these dollars, we can 
increase the focd and necessi- 
ties exemption by $109 per in 
dividual to $1,400. 

“As increased, this exemp- 
tion would give $10 of sales tax 
relief to every person—it would 
put $50 in the pockets of a fam- 
ily of five.” 

Gev. Walker said the new 
program, if approved by the 
General Assembly, would be- 
ccme etfective July 1, when 
Icwer rates cf income tax with- 
holding would be applied to pay- 
checks. 

He said those who'do not earn 
enough income to pay any state 
income tax would receive a 
grant equal to the amount of 
the tax on the unused porticn 
of the necessities exemption. 

Gov. Walker said: 

“Because of the structure of 
this exemption, provides 


more relief in relation to family 
inceme for lower income famil- 
ies. This is sound revenue poli- 
cy” 

“in contrast, he sald, current 
proposals to eliminate or reduce 
the sales tax on food and medi- 
cines “would concentrate relief 
in the higher income groups.” 

Commenting on Republican 
preposals, Gov. Walker said! 

“Approximately one-third of 
the tax relief dollars would go 
to families earning less than 
$10,000 per year, while over 
6C% would go to families hav- 
ing an income ef more than 
$10,006 per year.” 

Along with his increased tax 
relief program, Gov. Walker 
proposed an increase in pay 
levels for state college and uni- 
versity employes, similar to his 
recently announced cost-cf-living 
pay raise plan for other state 
employes. 

He said the increased tax re 
lief program, cost-of-living rai- 
ses for state campus employes 
and other state employes and’ 
the public transportation sub- 
sidy program already adopted 
this session account for all of 
the predicted increase in rev- 
enues for the balance of this 
fiscal year and for fiscal 1974. 

Gov, Walker cautioned that the 
increased revenue prediction 
“must net be viewed as an un- 
limited license to spend,” and 
he: said: 

“To achieve the priorities — 
tax relief and aid to education 
—we must be fiscally responsi- 
ble. It is essential that we hold 
the line on spending.” 

Gev. Walker also urged legis- 
lative action in these areas: 

—A Metropclitan Transit Auth- 
ority. He said a regional auth- 
ority with strong powers . and 
sshould be financially self-suffi- 
cient.” 

He recommended that its gov- 
erning board censist of seven 
members, six allocated accord- 
ing to the populations’ of Chica- 
go, suburban Ccok County and 
the other five counties, and a 
seventh appointed by the gov- 
ernon. 

—Consumer 
governor urged passage cf 
“needed reforms in the laws 
regulating creditor remedies.” 

—A state Board cf Elections. 
He said this board, required 
under the new Constitution, 
should include an independent 
tie breaker “‘so that it will not 
become mired in partisan dead-

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Survey shows Edwardsville 
stable and concerned city 


Edwardsville is a stable com- 
munity whose citizens favor in- 
creased community concern for 
old as well as young people, a 
new survey of public opinion 
has revealed. 

The survey was taken earlier 
this year by volunteer church 
members, with the cooperation 
of the Edwardsville City Coun- 
cil and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Robert H. Lauer, chairman 
of the sociology department at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, provided techni- 
cal advice and a summary 
analysis of survey data. 

‘Lauer presented his analysis 
to the sponsoring Edwardsville 
ministers. 

Five thousand, four hundred 
and sixty telephone calis were 
completed, representing 82% of 
telephones listed for the survey 
pcpulation. Of these, 1,270 re- 
sponses selected at random 
were programmed fo compute 
compilaticn, According to 
Lauer, this system “should re- 
flect ‘fairly accurately facts 
about the population as a 
whole.”” 

Lauer said the survey f 
nished three types of data: int 
formation about the population, 
religious information and public 
opinion about a number of civic 
matters. 

Lauer said the data indicated 
that “only seven per cent of 
the citizens of Edwardsville 
have lived in the city one year 
or less, while nearly 20% have 
lived there for 40 years or 
more. 

“Compared to much of the 
nation, taen, Edwardsville is a 
relatively stable community, 
with a large proportion of older 
citizens,” Lauer said. He sug- 
gested that these figures should 
be taken into account in any 
kind of community planning. 

The sociologist said some of 
the religious information ac- 
cumulated conforms to common 
knowledge. In the community 
cf Edwardsville, he said, “‘con-

Is there a need fcr senior cit- 
izens’ housing at reasonable 
rates Yes, 70.3%; no, 5.0%; 
no opinion, 24.7%. 

Should there be an organized 
effort to save downtown Ed- 
wardsville? Yes, 76.7%; no, 
7.1%; no opinion, 16.2%. 

In interpretating this data, 
Lauer said “I suspect that the. 
rather large proportion of those 
who expressed no opinion on 
many of the questions reflects 
their concern to know some- 
thing more specific; some of 
them, in other words, might 
well Support a specific proposal 
or program.”

Tract three—Two acres in a 
strip of land 100 feet wide par- 
allel.to the south boundary of 
the Army facility and contains 
a portion of the sewage sys- 
tem of the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District for the city 


‘af Madison. 


The report shows also that 
the area of the Army installa- 
tion will be 834 acres after the 
72 acres of excess land is sep- 
arated, The value of land hold- 
ings presently is $544,750, an 
amount which will be reduced 
by $56,000 as the value of the 
72-acre tract, it added. 

The Army now has improve- 
ment values of $24,736,600 at 
the Army installation, with 
$242,500 of that amount fixed 
as the value of improvements 
‘on the excess of 72 acres.

Inner-city student needs 
eyed by SIUE department 


Southern Illinois: University at 
Edwardsville’s department of 
business education is working to 
help meet the special neec# of 
inner-city students through an 
urban-oriented vocational teach- 
er education program. 

Teaching in an_ inner-city 
school environment presents 
some unique problems for pros- 
pective teachers, according to 
Robert. Schultheis, department 
chairman, and often requires 
techniques not found in tradi- 
tional university teacher educa- 
tion programs. 

“The proximity of East St. 
Louis, Brooklyn, Madison and 
St. Louis enables the selection 
of competent persons and exce|- 
teaching experiences,’ Schult- 
heis said, “and we (SIUE) are 

position to provide 
the expertise needed for giving 
prospective teachers this expe- 
rience.” 

Some high school students in 
urban vocational programs, for 
example, have an average read- 
ing level of about the fifth 
grade, and because of the stu- 
dents’ poor reading abilities, 
some feel inferior and drop out, 
Schultheis said.

ently not available either to 
the university or to existing 
junior colleges — could be 


achieved. ° 

This flexibility could re- 
sult if a separate, perma- 
nent, tenured teaching staff 
was not hired by the junior 
college. 

From the standpoint of South- 
ern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardesville, a cooperative ar- 
rangement would be advanta- 
geous for several reasons, 

Most pointedly, the decline in 
enrollment which the university 
has experienced during the past 
two years has relieved the en- 
rollment. pressure on staff re- 
sources which are devoted to 


providing liberal arts education’ 


to freshmen and sophomore stu- 
dents, and involvement with the 
new junior college would pro- 
vide new and challenging areas 
of work for the faculty. 

In addition, several univer- 
sity departments have been de- 
veloping proposals relating to 
the education of teachers for 
junior colleges. 

Direct experience with junior 
cellege students and programs 
would serve to strengthen these 
graduate programs. 

If cooperative arrangements 
in the areas of audio-visual, 
library services and computing 
could be negotiated, the com- 
bined junior college and uni- 
versity budget would be 
strengthen service in these 
areas for both institutions. 

With the exception of a vo- 
cational educational program, 
SIUE has the basic capabilities 
to provide all educational serv- 
ices needed by a junior college. 

As a result, a broad range of 
alternatives can be considered 
in formulating plans for coop- 
eration. 

Obviously, the choice of the 
extent of cooperative mode 
would lie with the Junior Col- 
lege District Board, since ques- 
tions of educational and fiscal 
policy would be involved. 

Nonetheless it can be 
roted that at a minimal 
level, it would be relavtive- 
ly simple to allow college 
Students to enroll in South- 
ern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville courses 
through a contractual ar- 
rangement between the two 
schools, 

From this minimal in- 
volvement, the options range 
through sharing existing fa- 
cilities and programs to ex- 
perimental departures from 
standard practices in the 
spirit of the Newman re- 
perts. 

Should a newly-formed 
district wish to consider 
,eemprehensive educational 
-experimentation, the uni- 
versity could assist in de- 
signing ‘a radically differ- 
ent institution. 

As a first step toward coop- 
peration with this potential new 
Junior College District, SIUE 
would gladly assist in develop- 
ing the initial planning docu- 
ments for a new junior college. 

The Junior College Dis- 
trict could erect an “Edu- 
cational Service Center” on 
university land, convenient 
to university facilities, 

The Center would contain ad- 
ministrative offices, counselors, 
‘tutorial services, self-instruc- 
tional facilities and areas for 
informal student-staff interac- 
tion. 

The purpose of the Center 
would be to provide a central 
covruinating point for indus- 
trial operations at a number of 
locations scattered through the 
district. 

Students would be counseled 
and advised on their education- 
al needs and on available pro- 
grams at various institutions at 
the center. 

Students might attend 
classes in various commu- 
nities in either leased clas- 
rcoms or in spaces made 
available by churches, busi- 
nesses, schools and other 
interested organizations. 

SIUE could provide basic 
liberal arts instruction 
through contracts either for 
specific courses requested 
by the junior college or for 
individual student attend- 
ance in courses offered in 
the regular university sched- 
ule. 

Vocational and technical 
instruction could be deliv- 
ered in cooperation with 
cther junior colleges and 
the local high schools, and, 
most significantly, with 
proprietary schools in the 
metropolitan area. 

Under such an arrangement, 
capital costs would be mii 
mized, program _flexibi 
would be maximized, and the 
cost to the taxpayers might 
well be less than half that to 
residents of the Belleville and 
Lewis and Clark Districts,

Inappropriate time to permit longer, wider or heavier trucks 


“Yn all the thousands of bills which 
come before the Illinois General As- 
sembly each session, only a few at- 
tract great public attention, but 
sometimes it is those regarded as 
minor bills which have the potential 
for most affecting the citizenry. 

Examples are proposals to permit 
longer, wider and heavier trucks on 
Illinois highways and to permit in- 
screases in speed limits. Those pro- 
posals, offered for the benefit of spe- 
cial interests rather than the public 
interest, are being considered by the 
Legislature as usual. 

One such bill: would permit trucks 
to be five feet longer than at pres- 
ent; anyone who has passed some of 
the long vehicles now in operation 
knows how difficult it is: another 
five feet would add to that difficulty, 
besides which it would make turns 
by those vehicles even more difficult 
and dangerous. 


Another bill would permit mobile 
homes 14 feet wide to be transported 
on Illinois highways. The present 
limit is 12 féet, which is the width of 
most traffic lanes. A 12-foot-wide 
load in a 12-foot lane leaves no mar- 
gin for error; authorizing loads two 
feet wider would be ridiculous. 


There is a steady deterioration of 
highways already from loads great- 
er than those for which roads were 
engineered, and even with the cur- 
rent high level of gasoline taxes 
there are insufficient funds to repair 
or rebuild all the roads that need im- 
provement. Permitting heavier ve- 


hicles would only invite more rapid 
road deterioration. 

Editors of Illinois newspapers at- 
tending the recent Illinois Editors’ 
Traffic Safety Seminar sponsored by 
the Chicago Motor Club at Decatur 
went on record unanimously oppos- 
ing ‘‘the adoption of any law or 
amendment which would relax the 
present limitations upon the weight 
or dimensions of motor vehicles op- 
erated on the public streets and 
highways’’ of this state. 

Citizens in general,.who drive or 
ride on the streets and highways of 
the state every day, may join in also 
by calling or writing their legislators 
to let them know they expect the 
lawmakers to vote the motorist’s in- 
terest. 

The editors also agreed that any 
bill to increase speed limits on ex- 
pressways — there’s currently one 
to boost the limit to 75 m.p.h. — 
should apply only to automobiles 
and not to such other vehicles as 
trucks or cars towing trailers. 

It would seem that this is not the 
time to increase speed limits even 
for autos, when petroleum shortages 
are threatened and it clearly re- 
quires more fuel to goa mile at high 
speed than at medium speed. 

Sometimes the General Assembly 
does more for the people by defeat- 
ing bad bills than it does by approv- 
ing good ones. Proposals to permit 
longer, wider and heavier trucks 
and to increase expressway speed 
limits are in this bad bill category 
and ought to be defeated.

WASHINGTON — This may 
come as a shock. Supposedly 
cynical, self-centered, com- 
mercial Americans are volun- 
teering by the millions to 
work for nothing to help other 
people.

Since that day the center 
has moved far down the line 
toward its goal of establishing 
a national network of volun- 
tary action centers. 

So far 172 communities 
have affiliated with the na- 
tional center and 75 others are 
in the process of doing so. 

Douglas K. Kinsey, NCVA 
president, believes this total 
will eventually increase to be- 
tween 750 and 800 local affili- 
ates and cover 83 per cent of 
the total population of the 
United States. 

What is the National Center 
for Voluntary Action and how 
did it come into existence? 

Perhaps there is no com- 
plete answer. Author Richard 
C. Cornielle is believed to 
have been the wallspring for 
the current movement toward 
volunteerism. He explored the 
idea in his book, ‘Reclaiming 


the American Dream.” 

President Nixon took up the 
idea, too, in some of his 1968 
campaign speeches. After his 
inauguration he created a 
Cabinet committee on-volun- 
tary action under the direc- 
tion of George Romney, then 
secretary of housing and ur- 
ban development and now 
chairman-elect of NCVA’s 
Board of Directors. 

The Cabinet committee’s 
work led to the establishment 
of the national center as a pri- 
vate, independent organiza- 
tion working to tap one of the 
nation’s most precious re- 
sources — the desire of its 
people to reach out and help 
others. 

If you watch football you no 
doubt recall seeing repetitive 
‘advertising blurbs featuring 
prominent players pointing a 
finger and urging people to 
volunteer, saying, “We need 
you.” 

This was followed up by 
spots on 750 television and 
4,500 radio stations after the 
football season, plus 1.5 mil- 
lion lines of newspaper and 
magazine ads and posters — 
in all a $25 million advertising 
campaign provided gratis to 
get the volunteer movement 
under way. 

The success has been spec- 
tacular. The skills of the 4 
million who responded have 
been funneled into an almost 


endless variety of useful ac- 
tivities. 

Included have been such 
things as setting up recycling 
centers for glass, paper and 
metals; creating “‘vest pock- 
et” parks in empty lots; re- 
moving debris from rivers 
and streams; tutoring young- 
er children in reading, arith- 
metic and English as a second 
language; answering hot 
lines, working as aides in hos- 
pitals and clinics; helping re- 
tarded children; helping re- 
novate housing in need of re- 
pair; providing companion- 
ship for the sick, old, the shut- 
in, and motherless and father- 
less children and serving as 
camp counselors. 

NCVA President Kinsey be- 
lieves such outpourings of do- 
nated efforts are something 
peculiarly American. Seated 
in his unpretentious but com- 
fortable office overlooking a 
busy downtown Washington 
thoroughfare, he says: 

“T relate it to the fact that 
when Europeans first came to 
America it was a virgin land. 
If they didn't work together 
they would expire very quick- 
1y 


“It came from raising 
barns together, raising crops 
together, organizing volun- 
teer fire departments ... even 
the early schools were a vol- 
untary, locally organized 
affair.”’ 


The FORUM 
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One of the institutions of high- 
er learning in Illinois, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, includes on 
its faculty a scholar-authority 
on films who has provided in- 
sight into some of the trends 
affecting motion pictures. 

He believes that if Hollywood 
wants to recapture its glory 
years—when movie stars were 
as important as politicians and 
the American film was a true 
mass art—it will have to pro- 
duce films that allow the hero, 
man or woman, to rebuild soci- 
ety, not merely reject it. 

He adds that the decline of 
the star system shows the ex- 
tent to which movies, however 
much they may have increased 
in sophistication, no longer 
commie with a mass pub- 

lone 

Movies are specialized today, 
in the. view of John G. Cawelti, 
professor of English and author 
of a highly-regarded 1970 study 
of the western novel and film. 

Different kinds of films are 
created to appeal to particular 
interest groups: the horror film 
for teenage monster freaks; the 
black action film for many of 
the urban audiences; the Walt 
Disney comedy or drama for 
suburban gatherings. 

‘The few exceptions are large- 
ly up-to-date versions of tradi- 
tional genres, he says; and the 
only great stars are survivals 
from an earlier period—Mar- 
lon Brando, who became a star 
in the 1950s, and John Wayne, 
who has been a superstar since 
his performance in the 1939 ver- 
sion of “‘Stagecoach.” 

There are many great screen 
actors performing today, Ca- 
welti says, but almost no great 
stars. 

It’s possible, he feels, that 
television has taken over much 
of the role of mass medium 
once occupied by movies. 

“Nevertheless,” Cawelti says, 
“it is interesting 'to speculate 
as to what kind of films might 
produce a new generation of 
stars comparable to those of the 
19203, 1930s and 1940s.’* 

“Several conditions are 
necessary to produce a film 
star,” he observes. 

“First of all, there must 
bo) a need for social identi- 
fication, The audience must 
find a vicarious fulfillment 
by watching a star perform. 
“Secondly, there is a need 

for actors and actresses who 
project the star image, people 
who look and act like stars. 

“Thirdly, stars must have an 
appropriate series of vehicles, 
the film genres or types, in 
which they are allowed to act 


of insecurity and chaos in their 
star personalities, he says. 
They were lost, angry men 
looking for some spark of mean- 
ing in a world that had sud- 
denly become full of emptiness, 
and thus they helped the public 
to identify its own increasing 
anxiety about the future, 


But, Cawelti says, most 
men cannot sustain the vi- 
sion of chaos and futility, 
They require some model of 
with which to identify them- 
selves. 

Perhaps, he says, the sports 
world—with its highly ordered 
rules and its clear and certain 
patterns of victory and defeat 
—has, through the medium of 
television, taken the place of 
movies as the greatest mass 
entertainment. 

Coaches and players of 
professional football, 1c ¢ 
hockey, basketball and 
baseball have come to oc- 
cupy something of the place 
in the. public imagination 
held by the great movie 
stars of an earlier period. 

A Vince Lombardi, for ex- 
ample,’ might be for some 
people a Lionel Barrymere- 
father |figure. And a Mark 
Spitz could well fill the role 
of a modern Clark Gable. 
Possibly, Cawelti says, the 

movies may create a new mass 
art and new stars if they can 
create meaningful and heroic 
images of social reconstruction, 
for this is possibly the greatest 
hope needed by the public 
today. 

The enormous success of 
“The Godfather” must have 
been due in part to its presen- 
tation of heroic figures using 
illegal power and’ violence to 
create order and security with- 
in the ‘family, Cawelti ob- 
serves. 

He says: 

“] sense that the public is 
starved for such images of au- 
thority and order, and a series 
of such films might give rise 
to a new kind of star person- 
ality.” 

Unfortunately, Gawelti adds, 
there are t potential dan- 
gers lurking in such personali- 
ties, for they could be harbin- 
gers of totalitarianism. 

He says, “1 hope instead 
that our democratic tradi- 
tions are still strong enough 
to generate a new kind of 
heroic ideals, a vision of so-

cial reconstruction without 
totalitarian power and 
scapegoats.

- sponsibility. 


By placing responsibility for se- 
lection of the board upon the gover- 
nor the Legislature would be making 
him accountable for the process of 
education in Illinois. 

Public education ranks with wel- 
fare as the main area of spending in 
state government. It is proper that 
the state’s chief executive be direct- 
ly accountable for its functioning. 


Incredible that some school bus drivers unfit to drive autos 


A RECENT story by Copley News 
Service reporter Joan Muraro re- 
vealed the disturbing fact that many 
persons driving school buses in Illi- 
nois already have lost their automo- 
bile driver’s licenses. 

It is incredible that someone who 
has been found at fault in driving a 
car should be permitted to drive a 
school bus, filled with children. 

A review by the office of State 
Schools Supt. Michael J. Bakalis has 
resulted in the suspension of 10 such 
bus drivers, but 800 other cases still 
are undergoing investigation. 

This is a situation for concern. 
There are already far too many ac- 
cidents involving school buses. Cer- 
tainly every effort should be made to 
weed out the incompetents by the 
time schools begin the fall term. 

The loopholes for errant drivers 
stem from vague regulations in ef- 


fect for years. They spell out the re- 
quirements a potential bus driver 
must have for state certification, but 
include no reference to possible vio- 
lations incurred while driving a car. 

As a result many a man or woman 
whose auto driving license has been 
suspended or revoked, still drives a 
school bus. A tightening-up policy on 
certification is under way and cer- 
tainly should be pushed with all pos- 
sible expediency. 

This is also a matter that the Leg- 
islature should look into. Specific 
legislation to spell out the require- 
ments for bus drivers and to provide 
for automatic suspension of any with 
driving convictions is in order. 

Illinois should not tolerate a situa- 
tion where the lives of thousands of 
children are entrusted to drivers 
who cannot operate their own cars in 
a safe and legal manner.

Doctors probe mystery 
of sudden infant death

Car skids to a halt at the 
emergency room. Young 
mother rushes into the hospi- 
tal with her baby clutched 
tightly in her arms. “I can’t 
wake him up,” she screams. 

“I can’t wake him up.” 
Nurse takes the child gently 
from the mother, lays it on 
exam table. Doctor, appear- 
ing quickly, makes a brief, 
thorough exam and nods to 
the nurse. The three month 
old infant is dead, has been for 
several hours, still, lifeless, 
but without a blemish to indi- 
cate the cause of the tragedy. 
This case is not unusual. 
Each year in the United 
States alone, more than 10,000 
babies die this way, in their 
sleep, quietly — mysteriously. 
Each morning in 27 American 
homes, the tragedy is re- 
peated. An infant is found 
dead without apparent cause. 
Lately, the problem has been 
given a name: sudden infant 

death syndrome (SIDS). 
Sudden infant death syn- 
drome is indeed a tragedy. Its 
victims are healthy infants, 
usually under six months old, 
usually about three months. 
Typically, they had been put 
to sleep apparently healthy 
only to be found dead five to 
six hours later. The problem 
is world-wide: it is known in 
England.as a ‘‘cot death” and 
is reported from most parts of 


the industrialized world. It af- 
fects all social and economic 
groups, but seems more com- 
mon at the lower end of these 
scales. It is reported in all 
races, all seasons, all cli- 
mates, all hours of the day 
and all days of the week. In 
short, sudden death can occur 
to anyone's infant, any time, 
anywhere in the world. 

Interest was first focused on 
sudden infant death syndrome 
in the early 1950's. Since then, 
there has been much investi- 
gation but little return. There 
have been of blind alleys ex- 
plored and much negative in- 
formation is available. SIDS 
is NOT the result of suffoca- 
tion; it is not a contagious dis- 
ease nor a hereditary one. It is 
not the result of long-stand- 
ing, undiagnosed. illness, of 
enlargement of the thymus 
gland, nor the result of any of 
a list of known causes for in- 
fant death. Sudden infant 
death syndrome is a separate 
problem by itself. 

Five babies were seen be- 
cause of episodes in which 
they stopped breathing and 
turned blue at the Depart- 
ment of Pediatrics, Upstate 
Medical Center, Syracuse, 
New York. Each of these 
babies was studied carefully 
and monitored for breathing 
rate and depth of sleep with 
electronic equipment. Each of 
these five babies was found to 
have periods of deep sleep 


during which the breathing 


stopped but started again nor- 
mally after a few seconds. 
The breathless periods were 
found to occur more often 
when the children had head 
colds. So the observers sug- 
gested that, although many 
children have brief lapses of 
breathing during deep sleep, 
some children, especially 
when they have colds, may 
have more frequent, longer 
breathless spells. After some 
of these breathless episodes, 
breathing does not begin 
again in children who die of 
SIDS. This apparently is what 
happens. For, of the five 
babies studied at Syracuse, 
two éventually died of SIDS. 

The disease is still a mys- 
tery. But efforts are being 
made throughout the country 
to investigate every infant 
death completely. Funds have 
been made available by the 
National Institutes of Health 
for some of this work. In addi- 
tion, volunteer organizations 
have been formed to promote 
research into the problem and 
to offer help to the parents of 
its victims. Two of these . 
groups are the National Foun- 
dation for Sudden Infant 
Death, 1501 Broadway, New 
York 10036 and the Guild for 
Infant Survival, Inc. of 7501 
Liberty Road, Baltimore, 
Maryland, 21207. These 
groups are out to save those 27 
American babies daily who 
die of sudden infant death 
syndrome.

Volunteers operate 
‘well-child clinic’

ELGIN — Good medical 
care is not only for those who 
can afford it. 

This is the philosophy be- 
hind the Well-Child Confer- 
ence, a Clinic started last 
summer to provide health and 
referral service to Elgin chil- 
dren. Located at 101 S. Grove, 
the clinic is open every Tues- 

§ day from 7 to 9 p.m. 

in that two-hour period 
about 35 children are 
examined, ‘‘and we haven’t 
had to turn anybody away,” 
said Christine Virgil, director 
of the conference. 

Physical immunizations 
and medical counseling for 
children from birth through 
school age are provided to 
children “whose parents can- 
not afford” medical care for 
their children. Some of the 
school-age children treated at 
the conference have not had 
any immunization. 

Some 100 volunteer nurses, 
physicians, interpreters and 
“play ladies” participate in 
the conference. About 20 
physicians provide physical 
exams and supervise the 
nurses and another 26 take on 
referrals. 

According to Christine, the 
atmosphere is very personal. 
“No one wears uniforms. Peo- 
ple aré very receptive $o us 
and if nothing else we can lis- 
ten to their problems.” 

Families may be recom- 
mended either through school 
nurses or other community 
agencies and no fee is charged 
to qualifying families. 

‘The famiiy doctor relation- 
ship isn’t quite the same for 
most children treated at the 
conference, The youngster 


may see different doctors, de- 
pending what week the pa- 
tient comes to the clinic. Also, 
if the child has a medical 
problem, the youngster may 
be referred to another physi- 
cian for that particular prob- 
lem. 

Christine considers the con- 
ference ‘‘a success. All who 
originally volunteered are 
still there.” 

‘The conference's budget for 
the year was $7,000 and most 
of this money was raised from 
last year’s ‘‘Walk For 
Hunger.”’ The group hopes to 
raise its budget to $20,000. 
This year’s Walk For Hunger 
also raised funds for the con- 
ference and a few area orga- 
nizations have raised money 
for the clinic. 

With a larger budget, the 
clinic hopes to be open more 
hours and to provide pro- 
grams on family planning, 
prenatal care and venereai 
disease. 

The space is donated and 
the volunteers receive no pay. 

Children treated at the 
clinic not only receive the 
care of a licensed physician, 
but they often get the sym- 
pathy that makes that pain a 
little more bearable even. 
when a doctor quickly walks 
out to see his next patient 
while the parent is left with a 
screaming child. 

Because the clinic is open at 
night, many fathers also go 
with the children. And when 
the youngster arrives, “play 
ladies” help make the experi- 
ence as pleasant as possible.

DOT plan 
involves 


the people

SPRINGFIELD — The 
state Department of Trans- 
portation “wants to be the 
good guy,” according to John 
Burke of the public relations 
department; and to that end, 
is developing the Action Plan. 

The Action Plan is a device 
to put into writing each step of 
the process which leads to the 
execution of an actual pro- 
gram; and to build into the 
process more citizen involve- 
ment where it will do the most 


good. 

Actually, the DOT has come 
along way from its image of a 
decade ago of road-builders 
who ‘just put our blinders on, 
get the bulldozer revved up, 
and away we go;”. most 
notably in its relocation assis- 
tance program and increasing 
environmental concern; and 
it might be more accurate to 
say it wants to become a bet- 
ter guy. 

The Action Plan isn’t ex- 
pected to result in a complete 
overhaul of the department’s 
present processes, or any- 
thing like it; but rather will 
probably result in alteration 
and refinement of parts of the 
process. 

The federal government has 
required each state to write 
an action plan (and could cut 


complying state), which is to 
include four points 

One of those points is to in- 
volve people, agencies, and 
groups in the earlier phases of 
transportation planning, to 
assure greater citizen voice in 
the decision making process. 

The department right now 
is seeking public involvement 
in the writing of the plan to 
make possible greater public 
involvement in specific proj- 
ects executed under the plan. 

District personnel are talk- 
ing with such diverse groups 
as Farm Bureaus, utility 
companies, civic-clubs, and 
environmental groups; and 
the department is seeking in- 
put from individuals on the 
plan. 


The department wants to 
know things like where in the 
planning process do you want 
to be involved; what kinds of 
input do you want; and what 
form should this input take 
(letters, hearings). 

The department also would 
like to know how you would 
assess past transportation 
planning; what you think of 
public hearing and informa- 
tion meetings; and how it can 
help you become more in- 
volved and better informed; 
and “‘anything at all that’s on 
your mind,” said Burke. 

“We'll do everything that 
we can in listening to the pub- 
lic in writing this plan,” he 
said.

If 
you don’t believe it, just ask 
one of the over 84,000 speeders 
apprehended in Illinois since 
the implementation of the air 
speed check in 1959. 

Out of this number, over 99 
per cent have been convicted, 
according to Sgt. Fred Pfeif- 
fer of the Illinois State Police, 
Department of Law Enforce- 
ment. 

Three planes, located in 
Carbondale, Aurora and 
Springfield, clock speeders 
seven days per week, weather 
permitting. The system works 
something like this: 

Two uniformed state police 
pilots, one at the controls and 
the other observing, circle 
designated road zones clock- 
ing the time it takes a motor- 
ist to cross two lines. These 
lines, painted white, -are 18 
inches wide and 660 feet 
apart. If, for example, it takes 
a motorist 9 seconds to make 
the 660-foot course, he is 
traveling 50 miles per hour. 
On the other hand, if he makes 
it in 4 seconds, he’s flying at 
over 112 m. \< 


After radioing the offense to 
the accompanying state po- 
liceman on the ground, the pi- 
lot pulls, out of the circling 
pattern and follows the car 
until the ticket is written. 


Pilots for the program are 
commercial and instrument- 
rated members of the depart- 
ment. They fly for five-hour 
periods at a height of 1,000 
feet and a relatively low 
speed. They do not fly days 
when the wind velocity ex- 
ceeds 30 knots or inclement 
weather prevails. Each plane 
is used for one-third of the 
geographic area of the state. 


The number of speeders 
netted in any given day de- 
pends upon the time of both 
the day and year and the 
weather, according to Pfeif- 
fer. No correlation between 
the area of surveillance and 
number of tickets written can 
be made. 


Is the air speed check supe- 
rior to the vascar_ method? 
Pfeiffer thinks so: ‘The radar 
method indicates a certain 
speed at a certain time 
whereas the air check clocks 
the speed over a certain time 
period. The planes are also 
less conspicuous.”” 


Flying in circles all day can 
become boring but the pilot 
and plane often see another 
side of duty. Just recently, 
they were used to check flood 
dikes along the Mississippi 
River. They also see action in 
emergencies such as man- 
hunts and bank robberies 
where speed, an ability to see 
for a distance, and a two-way 
radio are essential.

SPRINGFIELD — Secy. of 
State Michael J. Howlett says 
the current edition of “Rules 
of the Road" has to go. 

Compiled by Howlett’s Re- 
publican predecessor John W. 
Lewis, the 116-page pamphlet 
has for nearly a year been the 
text book for more than one 
million Illinois motorists re- 
quired each year to take the 
driver’s license examination. 

An excellent ‘‘promotional”’ 
piece. Howlett says the book 
has too many irrelevant color 
photographs. Included are 20 
beautiful motoring scenes. 
There are also portraits of 
Lewis, former Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie and Assistant Secy. 
of State Edmund Kurchaski. 

“‘T don’t think it’s necessary 
to know what we look like to 
pass the exam,” Howlett said 
recently. 

Distributed free of charge, 
the publishing cost was 
$273,804 — just over nine cents 
a copy for 3.3 million printed. 
A similar eition printed in 
1958 by the lave Paul: Powell 
cost about half as much — 
$195,663 for some two million 
copies printed. 

“Mr. Howlett feels the cost 
is ridiculous,” explained 
George Kreker, supervisor of 
public information for the 
secretary of state's office. 

But that’s not all that’s 
bothering Howlett. 

Aimed at the llth grade 
educational level, the book is 
apparently confusing, stimu- 
lating a number of personal 
complaints from veteran 
drivers who've recently failed 
the test on the first attempt. 
Nearly everyone passes the 
second time around. 

But even so, Howlett has re- 
frained from blaming failures 
on his predecessor. 

“I’m convinced most people 
fail the test because they are 
nervous and tense,” the for- 
mer: state auditor said. 

He has announced the ap- 
pointment of a 10-member 
task force composed of driver 
education teachers from all

New edition should 


be less confusing 


over the state to rewrite tne 
“Rules of the Road.” In the 
past the book was written by 
the planning and research di- 
vision of the secretary's of- 
fice. 

Though in agreement with 
Howlett on the need to revise 
‘the book, Chief Driver's Li- 
cense Examiner Ed Stubble- 
field said the current edition 
actually ‘has drawn fewer 
complaints than previous edi- 
tions. In fact, he said other 
states have acclaimed the 
book and |added “people seem 
to like the color.” 

The failure rate on the li- 
cense exam has remained 
about constant, said Stubble- 
field, with about 10 per cent of 
those taking the test last year 
flunking at least one section of 
the four-part exam on the first 
attempt. Less than three per 
cent actually failed to get a li- 
cense. 

State law requires all driv- 
ers to take the test every nine 
years. Drivers over 69 are 
tested every three years. 

The test consists of a writ- 
ten road sign identification 
quiz. A twenty-question multi- 
ple choice section, a vision 
test and, of course, the driving 
test. 

Applicants must score 100 
percent on the sign test but 
four mistakes are allowed on 
the multiple choice section. 
The test may be taken three 
times within a year. 

The rules of the road book is 
revised annually or when 
needed to keep up with 
changes in the law. 

‘The most frequently missed 
multiple choice question, ac- 
cording to Stubblefield, is 
what do you do when making 
a left turn? 

The choices are (a) flash 
headlights to warn other driv- 
ers you are turning, (b)_give 
the right-of-way to other driv- 
ers and wait until it is safe to 
turn, (c) sound your horn, 
then go ahead and make the 
turn and (d) turn quickly and 
get out of the way of traffic. 

Stubblefield said the answer 
is covered quite extensively in 
the guidebook though it took 


hirn several minutes to find it. 

By the way, if you selected 
answer b, congratulations. 

Also missed frequently are 
several multiple choice ques- 
tions on pavement lane mark- 
ings. For instance, what, does 
a double yellow line mean? Or 
when is a single broken white 
line or dash used? 

The problem here, said 
Stubblefield, is that these 
markings have changed in the 
past several years and people 
don’t read the book as care- 
fully as they should. He said 
pavement markings will 
probably be emphasized more 
‘in the new book. 

On the sign test, questions 
concerning an orange dia- 
mond sign seem to present the 
most problems. The sign 
warns of construction ahead 
and differs from the tradition- 
al warning sign only by the 
color. 4 

Most failures on the driving 
test occur asa result of people 
turning into the wrong lanes. 


Few people flunk the vision — 


test. 

“!The purpose of the license 
test is not to keep people from 
passing or junishment,”’ 
commented Kreker while, 
thumbing through a file of 
complaints. Most of the -com- 
plaints, however, could more 
accurately be \described as 
suggestions for improvement 
of.“*Rules of the Road.’” 

For example, on page 28 ten 
warning signs are pictured in 
black and yellow. But only 
four of the signs are identified 
as to their exact meaning.

Hospital responds to simulated 
and highly realistic ‘disaster’

One segment of the Illinois 

network of hdspital trauma cen- 
ters tested its ability to accept, 
process and treat victims of a 
large-scale disaster in a realis- 
tic exercise held Thursday. 

Eight hospitals in a_five- 
coynty area participated in the 
simulated disaster. 

Main trauma facilities, locat- 
ed at St. Elizabeth Hospital in 
Granite City, Alton Memorial 
and St. Joseph hospitals in Al- 
ton. and Wood River Township 
Hospital received seriously in- 
jured victims resulting from 
two simulated tornadoes sup- 
posedly occurrring only 15 min- 
utes apart near ‘Delhi and 
Greenville, Ill. 

Forty-four. persons were 
“injured” seriously in the 
two mock disasters and 
taken to hospitals in Jersey 
Community Hospital, Alton 
Memorial, Alton State Hos- 
pital, St. Joseph Hospital, 
Wood River Township, Ut- 
laut Memorial in Green- 
ville and St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital here. 

St. Anthony’s Hospital served 
as a holding facility receiving 
from the trauma hospitals those 
diagnosed as nontraumatic. 

Through the temporary radio 
communication network provid- 
ed by the Egyptian Radio Club, 
the hospitals — all members of 
the Area Coordinated -Hospital 
Emergency Service (ACHES)— 
were able to coordinate efforts 
to send an equal number of pa- 
tients to each of the main trau- 
ma hospitals. 

Bernard T. Pinney, director 
of safety and security at St. 
Elizabeth and coordinator of the 


exercise here, said that, in turn 
each of the four trauma hospi- 
tals was kept from being over- 
crowded with “injured.” 

At Alton State, Jersey Com- 
munity) and Utlaut, patients 
were first stabilized and then 
transported to one of the main 
trauma facilities. 

Through radio communica- 
aware of the disposition of the 
“injured” and status of the 
emergency at all times, Pinney 
said. 

Among the 44 injured, a total 
of 28 victims required transfer 
to a trauma center for simulat- 
ed specialized care. Eight of 
those needing immediate aid 
were brought to the Granite 
Clty hospital, the coordinator 
explained. 

Adding’ to the realism 
was a simulated 100% occu- 
pancy figure at the local 
hospital which necessitated 
two of the “injured” being 
transported to another cen- 
ter, Pinney said. 

“Victims” received here 
also appeared - “realistic,” 
the coordinator said, noting 
that makeup had been skill- 
fully applied to correspond 
with the type of injury. As- 
sisting was the staff of the 
Mercer Mortuary. 

Serving as “‘victims’” were 
hospital employes — Barh As- 
beck, Mary K. Heagy, Charleen 
Maxfield, Wilma Norman, Peg- 
gy Morris and Nina Kinworthy. 
Two other “injured” were sent 
here from the Greenville hospi- 

Pinney said that through the 
efforts of four medical staffs 
and eight hospitals, a simulated 
disaster touching two parts of 
five counties was enacted with 


a high degree of professional- 
ism, placing care of injured as 
the top priority. 

No city, township or county 
line was allowed to act as an 
artificial barrier in providing 
prompt, effective medical serv- 
ice,

No state link 
to Watergate 


Copley News Service 

Springfield—The ever-éxpand- 
ing Watergate, revelations haye 
not yet touched on any Illinois 
Political scandals, 

“I’m confident, as far as the 
Illinois funds go, that none were 
linked to Watergate,” said John 
Henry Altorfer. “But I can’t be 
Positive because they don’t ear- 
mark the money all the way 
through.” 

Altorfer, the Peoria industri- 
alist who sought the Republican 
nomination for governor in 1968, 
served as a special assistant to 
former Commerce Sec. Maurice 
Stans before resigning the po- 
sition in 1972 to head the down- 
state campaign for the Com- 
mittee to Re-Elect the Presi- 
dent. 

Stans has been indicted for 
allegedly interfering with a 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission probe of Robert Vesco. 
Vesco contributed $200,000 to 
the Nixon campaign. 

“1 can’t hold him guilty un- 
til he’ proven guilty,” Altorfer 
said, “‘He’s a nice guy. You 
must show me more. My rela- 
tionship with him make me be- 
lieve he is an honorable man."* 

Altorfer said his downstate 

committee handled no cam- 
paign funds of any size. 
They sent all of the money 
to Chicago except for some 
$10 or $15 contributions, he 
said, and the Chicago office 
would pay all of the bills 
and forward the contribu- 
tions to Washington. 

“Obviously, 1 don’t know what 
happened to all of the money,” 
he said. “But there has been 
no connection with 
money and Watergate.” 

Although Altorfer’s name has 
cropped up as a potention nom- 
inee for state treasurer, he has 
not expressed an interset in 
running. He says there are 
plenty of potential candilates, 
and he doesn’t expect any to be 
discouraged from running be- 
cause of Water 

“People are séphisticated now 
in politics,” he said. ‘When 
you talk about a state treasurer 
or U. S. senator candidate, peo- 
ple vote on their individual rec- 
ords rather than:party labels: 
Washington is miles away. 
There's no connection.”

Plan graduates 
accept jobs in field 


Nine of the 11 June gradu- 
ates of Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Edwardsville’s revional 
planning program have already 
accepted jobs in their career 
field. 

Although graduates in many 
fields are having a hard time 
finding a job, the market for 
regional planners has continued 
to grow, 

Prof., Melvin E. Kazeck said 
the kind of degree SIUE offers 
is particularly sought after. Ka- 
zeck is chairman of the Earth 
Sciences Department of which 
city and regicnal planning is a 
part. 

“Most of the older planning 
departments in the country are 
in the social and political side 
of planning” Kazeck said. 
“Ours is in the regional and 
physical side cf it and the big 
expansion lately has been’ in 
regional planning.” 

Kazeck said that state plan- 
ning agencies account for much 
of the expansion. All nine of 
the positions filled by the SIUE 
graduates are with federal, 
state or local governmental 
agencies. 

Two of the planners accepted 
employment abroad, one in 
Canand and the other in Colum- 
bia, South America. 

Two planners accepted jobs 
in each of the states of Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Virginia, and 
one will work in New York. 

The graduates will receive 
the master’s degree in city and 
regional planning at commence- 
ment exercises Saturday at the 
university’s outdoor performing, 
arts facility. 


Teachers’’, will, be offered from 
11:30 a.m. to 1:20 p.m., Monday 
through Thursday. “This work- 
shop is based on the assump+ 
tion that much of the quality of 
performance and behavior of 
classroom teachers de pends 
upon their knowledge of the law 
and how the courts have inter- 
preted the law in many court 
cases,” Brubaker said. “The re- 
quiretfients, responsibilities, au- 
thorities, and restrictions 
placed upon classroom teachers 
will be the central concerns of 
the course. 

Robert G, Andree, professor 
will teach the third workshop, 
“Current Problems in Educa- 
tions.” It will be offered from 
2:30 to 4:20 p.m., Monday 
through Taursday. Describing 
the course, Broubaker said, ‘It 
is designed to provide practical 
insights into the processes of 
collective bargaining, ways to 
initiate bargaining, bargaining 
teams and their roles, establish- 
ing the ground rules, establish- 
ing the contract language, pro- 
vision for mediation and fact 
finding."® 

“Opportunity will be provided 
to study local and regional con- 
tracts, meet persons who have 
written such documents, and 
share experiences with experi- 
enced negetiators,"” Brubaker 
said, “Close attention will be 
paid to legal opinions regarding 
ccllective bargaining in schools, 
strikes, sanctions, alerts, advis- 
ory action and behavior of con- 
tending parties.”

City fund balances 
assure tax levy cut

Press-Record Staff Writer 
Granite City ended its 1972-73 

fiscal year with balances in its 
general fund totaling $1,420,912 
which should result in further 
reductions in the city’s tax rate 
next year. 

In ‘addition, the city had on 
deposit at the beginning of its 
current fiscal year May 1 a to- 
tal of $632,897 in federal reve- 
nue sharing funds, of which 
$612,391 has been deposited in 
interest-bearing U. S. Treasury 
bills. 

The general fund balances 
listed in an annua! financial re- 
port by City Treasurer Paul 
Rutledge are the largest in the 
city’s history and are expected 
to result in a lower tax levy 
later this year and subsequent- 
ly.a drop in the 1973 tax rate 
on which tax collections will be 
based in 1974. 

Rutledge reported to city 
cfficlals that at the end of 
the 1972-73 fiscal year on 
April 30, the city had a 
total of $810,335 in its gen- 
eral fund levy accounts, 
$537,706 in its transferable 
general levy fund, and $72,- 
871 in general unclaimed 
furds (non - transferable), 
for the total of $1,420,912. 

The report showed that 
in additicn to the general 
fund balances and the 
$632,897 in revenue sharing 
funds, the city also had a 
year-end balance of $292,- 
788 in its motor fuel tax 
fund. 

Rutledge attributed the city’s 
sound financial status to a 
combination of more revenue 
than was anticipated’ and few- 
er expenditures than were ori- 
ginally budgeted for the 1972-73 
fiscal. 

He emphasized, however, 
that the balances are “most 
welcome’’ at this time because 
of a series of sewer breaks -in 
the Nameoki area ‘“‘that could 
run the city into a $1 million 
repair bill as they did in 1969."" 

Rutledge noted that the $1.4 
million balance and the reve- 
nue sharing funds, with which 
the city may finance projects 
that otherwise would cost local 
tax dollars, is certain to mean 
a tax rate reduction for the 
1973 year because the city’s 
tax levy which will be adopted 
late’ this summer will be deter- 
mined to a great extent on the 
amount cf funds available. 

The city cut its 1972 tax rate, 
upon which tax bills will be 
based for collection this year, 
to $1.142 per $100 assessed val- 
uation, Last year the rate was 
$1.213. The rate for this year, 
which is expected to drop be- 


cause of the city’s substantial 
fund balances, will not be 
established until next spring. 

The treasurer said that 
last year’s higher tax rate 
of $1.213 per $100 assessed 
valuation helped ‘accumu- 
late the balances in ac- 
cunts where sizeable ex- 
penditures were anticipated, 
but did not occur. 

‘An example of this, Rut- 
ledge said, is the mainte- 
nance of sewers account in 
the general levy fund which 
started the last fiscal year 
with a balance of $17,501. 
The city levied a substan- 
tial sum for this account 
iast year and received taxes 
of $172,551 for that purpose. 
During the year, however, 

sewer problems that had been 
expected failed to develop and 
the city spent only $24,974 out 
of a total income of $193,067, 
leaving a balance of $168,093 in 
that account alone. 

The interest and judgment 
account in the general levy 
fund is another example, Rut- 
ledge said, In that account the 
balance on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year was $135,230. 
An additional $80,016 in tax in- 
come was received, along with 
$4,434 transferred out of other 
funds, for total receipts of 
$219,681 during the year. 

Expenditures in the interest 
and judgment account amounted 
to only $29,955, leaving a bal- 
ance of $189,725 at the end of 
the fiscal year. 

Rutledge’s report shows that 
in the transferable general levy 
fund, receipts in five separate 
accounts totaled $1,752,299, in- 
cluding balances at the begin- 
ning of the 1972-73 fiscal year, 
and total expenses of $86,973 
and transfers to other funds of 
$1,127, leaving a balance of 
$537,706. 

The transferable fund  in- 
cludes the tax commission, 
working cash, parking meter, 
sales tax and state income tax 
accounts, These accounts are 
used as sources of fund trans- 
fers to regular general fund 
accounts to help meet oper- 
ating expenditures, 

According to the report, 
Granite City received a total 
of $766,957 in sales tax allot- 
ments from the state, plus 
$336,244 in allotments of state 
income tax funds during the 
1972-73 fiscal year.

Exposition and performing 
arts center bill advances 


State Senator Sam*M. Vadala- 
bene announced that the Senate 
passed 39-7 Friday legislation to 
create an Exposition and Per- 
forming Arts Authority for this 
region. 

In his first race for the Sen- 
ate, Vadalabene pledged to work 
for a convention center in the 
Madison-St. Clair Counties area.

“The financing will come 
from the same funds that sup- 
ported construction of McCor- 
mick Place in Chicago: the Ag- 
ticultural Premium Fund and 
the Metropolitan Fair and Ex- 
positicn Authority Reconstruc- 


tion Fund. Our area is entitled 
to a significant share of these 
resources. i 

“With good planning, we can 
produce a facility that will en- 
hante tourism, create jobs and 
make our region a showplace of 
the state and nation. I can’t 
imagine a more creative, pro- 
ductive use of existing assets,” 
Sen, Vadalabene commented. 

‘We are going to make every 
effort to see that it passes in the 
House this session. With Gover- 
nor Walker’s commitment, to 
working for the people at, the 
grassroots level, I feel certain 
that he will view this legislation 
favorably.’ 

The plan calls for $15 million 
in the two funds to serve as 
backing for construction reve- 
nue bonds. 

The authority would be com- 
posed of 12 members appointed 
by the governor, with the gov- 
ernor as a 13th member.
